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Arrival of the Britannia. 
Fourteen Days Later from Europe. 

The steamship Britannia, which left Liver- 
pool on the 12th ult., arrived at this port on 
Saturday last, having made her passage in 21 
days. She encouutered severe westerly gales 
which very much prolonged her passage. 

The packet ship Prince Albert, which left 
London on the Ist February for New York, 
with ten camels and two elephants for Sands, 
Lent & Co.’s Circus, put back from stress of 
weather, and arrived at Portsmouth on the 
4th. 

The Cotton market has been very steady, 
and at intervals farther active, during the last 
two weeks. The sales much larger than for 
some months past and prices for common 
qualities of American had advanced full 3-8ths 
ofa penry. The change was in consequence 
of the short supply and decreased stock. The 
corn trade was in a languid state. Sales of 
wheat had been extremely limited, and all 
kinds are to be purchased at a shade easier 
Indian Corn Meal has been taken to 
a fair extent at 14s per barrel. The transac- 
tions in Flour have been also but limited ; 
best Western Canal Flour not fetching higher 
than 23s per barrel, a fall of 1s 6d for the fort- 
night. Sugar has advanced Is to Is 6d per 
ewt., and large sales have been made. 

There was a fair demand for all descriptions 
of cured provisions. In naval stores prices 
had been fully maintained. An improved 
feeling had manifested itself in the iron trade. 

The money market is highly satisfactory. 
Within the short space of three months dis 
counts have fallen from 10 to 12 per cent., (at 
which the very best bills were difficult of ne- 
goliation) to 31-2 to 4 per cent for similar 
paper; while consols have risen during the 
same time 10 percent! Bullion is still flow- 
ing into the bank from Russia and the United 
States. The rate of discount is from 3 to 3 
1-2 percent. Credit has been less disturbed 
by mercantile failures than for some time past. 

The general situation of commercial and 
financial affairs in Paris is far from improv- 
ing. New failures are declared every day in 
every brauch of trade, and a number of bills 
which fell due on the 3ist ult. were dishonor- 
ed. The banking houses are struggling 
against the difficulties of the moment; none 
of them have failed, but several have received 
assistance, 

The chief Continental money markets are 
becoming easy. At Amsterdam, Hamburg, 
and Frankfort a large business has been done 
for investment in the public securities. 

Parliament has re-assembled, but nothing 
of particular interest had been brought for- 
ward,

Bloody Work. 

By the arrival of the schooner Susan Lud- 
wig at Norfolk from Laguna isth inst, ac- 
counts have been received of a terrific and 
murderous outbreak in the capital of Venzue- 
la, Caracas. The Venezuela Congress met 
on the 24th January, and was overwhelined by 
the populace, set on, it is said, hy the acting 
President, the tumult resulting in the massa- 
cre of several members, It was expected that 
a revolution would immediately break out 
throughout the republic. 

Congress having met, serious disorder com- 
menced between several members ; high words 
drew a great crowd ; daggers were drawn, and 
it is said, a member from the city—Hon He- 
meregildo Garcia—stabbed a member from 
Maracaibo, Hon Antonio Salas. The scene 
which ensued was terrific ; those that could, 
fled ; and when the alarm reached the street 
the citizens fled in terror. A body of soldiers 
rushed in front of the hall, firing several vol- 
leys indiscriminately in the windows. Severa 
members reached the door and were cut down 
bleeding, 
they fell 
on him-—his left ear and cheek were shot

Itisis now expected that Gen. Paez will 
pronounce against Monargus and march upon 
Caracas witha large force, which he will 
have no difficulty in raising among the Janos 
ofthe Seuth. The forces which Monargas 
has been collecting within the past year, with 
a body of cavalry which he is now endeavor- 
ing to muster, will not number in all more 
than 4800 effective men. Against these Paez 
will bring an army superior in bravery and 
morale, if not innnmbers, and without much 
doubt will succeed in putting him down. But 
whatever be the result of this conflict, wheth- 
er the liberals or the oligarchists triumph, the 
interests of the country must in the meanwhile 
sufler profoundly.
